for an exercise that is already admittedly 

good, but this is a day and an age when the 
utility of many things is being tested; and prayer 
is much more than a luxury of the soul, or a duty. 
It has a practical value that places it first on any 
list of daily necessities. If we will give it the at- 
tention it merits it will reward us in amazing ways. 

Prayer is a time saver. 

This is important to the majority of us. The 
days are never long enough to accomplish all that 
we want and need to do. We hurry through the 
hours, doing the things that seem most urgent, and 
we postpone prayer, the very thing that would 
reveal quicker and easier methods of handling our 
work, 

There is the right way, the orderly, efficient, 
perfect way of doing all things. Prayer makes 
that way plain; as it once did for a woman who 
felt that she must go to a neighbor to mend a 
disruption of friendly relations between her own 
and the neighbor's children. But she prayed about 
it until her own thoughts were clear, and she knew 
it was something that could best be settled by the 
children themselves. Her noninterference proved

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to be wise and very beneficial to the children 

Then there was a young man who found that 
he spent much time doing his work first one way 
and then another in order to suit the divided 
opinions of his partner employers. He prayed 
about it, and found a way of doing it in a manner 
that pleased them both, 

A prayerless day is an uncharted day, and time 
and labor are consumed in discouraging quantities. 
Even as it is a physical fact that a straight line 
is the shortest distance between two points, so is 
it a spiritual fact that prayer is the shortest dis- 
tance between the beginning and end of all 
endeavor. 

Prayer is a unifying power. 

Who of us does not feel the need of greater 
unification with people every day of his life? No 
one lives unto himself. Therefore harmony with 
tradesmen, neighbors, co-workers, and members 
of our family is vital to our happiness and well- 
being. 

Understanding of people is necessary to har- 
mony with them, and prayer reveals all of them 
as children of God with good intentions and 
purposes back of what they do and say. When we 
see them so we are tolerant of shortcomings and 
understanding as regards mistakes. For this we are 
loved, and the love of people greatly accelerates 
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our happiness and the inflow of our blessings. 
Prayer is a self-developer. 

Too much of the time we ride in the carriage 
of other people’s thoughts, act upon their con- 
victions, measure life by their opinions, There are 
teachers and authors and books galore; there are 
people who are ever willing to advise and to 
guide. Moreover many of these are exceedingly 
good and competent. But living is a constant 
exercise, and these outside sources of help are 
not found everywhere nor are they instantly avail- 
able. 

In a single day there are countless calls upon 
our initiative, our judgment, our ability to act. 
Disappointment, perplexity, fright, and inade- 
quacy are sensations known to all of us who have 
overlooked the source of wisdom and guidance 
within ourselves. By prayer alone can we acquire 
the personal knowledge of the secrets of life that 
will permit us to become masters of circumstances 
whenever and wherever they occur. 

Prayer is the best method of helping others. 

Other people play a tremendous part in our 
life, for so much of our love, consideration, 
thought, and effort is directed toward them. With- 
out the secrets that prayer reveals to our heart 
and our mind concerning them, we are doomed to 
a burdensome amount of worry and concern. To 
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help others live happily is a goal that we set be- 
fore our own happiness at times, Yet our efforts to 
help them are often of an unrelished variety, 

Whereas an act or a word or a deed is often 
clumsy and very often unwelcome, a prayer is al- 
ways welcome. No one ever opposes its presence 
or resists its benediction, however resistant he may 
be to words of advice and direction and outer aid. 
True prayer has in it all the grace and love of 
Jesus Christ. It never uses coercion or even per- 
suasion. It is a ray of light, and it reveals to an- 
other the way of his own good, the good that is 
peculiarly his own. 

Prayer is the key to efficient living. 

If our mental and spiritual forces were some- 
thing that could be seen we should probably ex- 
perience some surprise at their lack of co-ordina- 
tion. There really is not anything impossible to us, 
since we are children of God, inheritors of His 
wisdom, love, power, and all other divine qualities. 
But these spiritual tools that God has given us 
for the purpose of creating a good and happy 
life need to be co-ordinated for this definite pur- 
pose. 

An educator once said that too many young 
people study at random, with no particular pur- 
pose or plan in view. Random thinking and living 
have as negligible a result. To shape successfully 
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the kind of life that is worthy of us as children of 
God, we need to work as a unit of co-ordinated 
faculties toward that end. By praying often and 
much we shall keep ourselves reminded of our 
goal and consecrated to its attainment. 

These five reasons for praying can be added to 
indefinitely, and its benefits can be sung forever. 
Prayer is a luxury, prayer is a duty, though a joy- 
ful one; but prayer most of all is a necessity to 
everyone who has not learned all there is to know 
about happiness and peace, harmony and the 
abundant life.
